The new Director of Environmental 
H ealth 
has 
con cen trated 
on 
establishing 
credib ility 
while 
organizing the city’s first 
health 
department. 
“ I’ve spent more tim e with com­ 
plaints this year than anything else,” 
he mused. “We take all complaints, 
make contact with the individual 
concerned and then follow up right 
away. 
“ I always go by the residence of the 
person who made the complaint to get 
more details,” Jackson said. 
“ If 
they’re not home, I write a note on my 
card to show I’ve been by and I’ve 
given out 8(X) to 900 cards since the 
middle of December. 
“We’ve gotten a real good response 
on this proced u re,” he related. 
“ People really appreciate that you’ve 
driven out to see the problem first 
hand. Ifs a public relations type 
thing, but they know that if they call 
the health departm ent, they’ll get 
some visible follow up.” 
Before Jackson joined the city, 
Plano’s efforts in anim al, weed anti 
vector control as well as health and 
safety inspections w ere scattered 
among several departm ents under the 
coordination of the City Manager. 
Feeling that these areas were not 
gettii^ the attention they deserved, 
the City Council established the new 
departm ent in October of 1975 and

Enrollment 
Hits 17,000 


Enrollm ent 
in 
the 
Plano 
Independent School District topped 
the 17,000 mark at the beginning of 
the third week of classes for the 
1976-77 school year 
Reports from the 20 schools 
indicated that 17,029 students were 
on class rolls Tuesday 
The enrollment represents more 
than a 1500-student increase since 
classes ended last May and is 
higher than school officials an­ 
ticipated this early in the school 
year 
Of the 17,029 total, 8,098 of the 
students are in the seven secon­ 
dary schools and 8,931 are at­ 
tending the 13 elementary schools 


His first m ajor change was shifting 
animal control from a street operation 
to a shelter-oriented procedure An 
employee is now stationed at the 
shelter from 8 a rn to 5 p m., while 
patrol continues to 9 p rn on most 
days.

for the animals as well as employees 
Planning for a new shelter will begin 
in early spring 
Bond money has l>een approved for 
the shelter and Jackson would like to 
include several improvements in the 
plans He will request more isolation 
space so each animal can be caged 
separately and seek an easy main­ 
tenance facility 
(iwtd ventilation, sloping concrete 
floors, piped-in hot water and other 
maintenance factors will be designed 
into the structure to make it easier for

“ Dog bites cause more emotion,

P olly’s P roblem 


DEAR POLLY — My off-white painter s pants were 
put on the furnace to dry and were forgotten. There is a 
fairly large scorch mark on the back of one leg I con­ 
sidered dyeing them but there seems to be no off-white 
or white dye to be found If you have any suggestions I 
would surely appreciate hearing them. — MELINDA 
DEAR MELINDA - If the fabric fibers are burned, 
there really is no hope for your pants. But if it is only a 
stain on the fabric, place a cloth dampened with 
hydrogen peroxide over the stain. Then put a dry clean 
cioth over that and press with a warm iron. When the 
top pressing cloth becom es stained change to a fresh dry 
one and repeat until stain disappears. Rinse pants w ell. 
Another method is to use bleach — one tablespoon of 
bleach to a quart of water. Soak fifteen or twenty 
m inutes and then wash and rinse thoroughly. Of course, 
the type bleach will depend on the type of fabric in the 
pants. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those people who 
allow small children to ride in cars with their heads and arms 
extended out of the windows or against the rear door of a sta­ 
tion wagon This could be the cause of a fatal accident or 
result in the loss of eyes or limbs — MRS.

DEAR POLLY — To keep scarves from becoming wrinkled 
in a drawer, hang them on a skirt rack that will hold many 
scarves and gloves, too. When I have used all the spring 
holders on the rack.
